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POLITICAL REALIGNMENT 
The pending conference of progressives in 
Washington may turn out to be one of the most 
important political developments of the decade. 
Certainly it is one of the most interesting. 
It is interesting, not as an exposition of the 
power of the progressive group in Congress, nor 
as the formulation of a platform by these groups, 
but because it may help materially to bring 
about the long-awaited realignment of the major 
political parties. 
The major parties have become very similar 
during the past decade or so. Unless the prohibi­ 
tion issue provides a sharp line of demarcation 
between them during the next presidential cam­ 
paign, they will presumably offer programs that 
do not differ very greatly, and the American vo­ 
ter will have simply a choice between two candi­ 
dates and not between two widely divergent 
schools of thought. 
This is hardly healthful. It docs not lead to 
any clear-cut decisions on public questions. 
It 
does not provide earnest debates on the impor­ 
tant issues of the day. 
It tends, in fact, to re­ 
duce all campaigns simply to a struggle for 
power by two rival groups. 
How far the progressive conference will go in 
bringing such a realignment nearer is, of course, 


an open question. The important thing about it 
is that it is a bi-partisan conference. If its mem­ 
bers can agree on a definite program for the next 
session of Congress—regardless of whether such 
a program be good, bad or indifferent—the conse­ 
quences should be salutary. 
The absurdity of the present bi-party lineup is 
apparent at a glaiice. Senator Norris of Nebras­ 
ka and Senator Moses of New Hampshire are 
both Republicans—and are as far apart as the 
poles on almost every public issue. Senator La- 
Follette of Wisconsin is a Republican; so Is 
Speaker Nicholas Longworth of the House of 
Representatives. President Hoover is a Republi­ 
can—and so is Senator Borah of Idaho. 
It is the same on the other side. John J. Ras- 
kob is a Democrat, and so is Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas. 
Senator Wagner of New York and 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi are both Demo­ 
crats. The dry Carter Glass of Virginia and the 
wet Robert Bulkley of Ohio belong to the same 
party. 
The party label, thus, means little. If a bi­ 
partisan movement, whether progressive or con­ 
servative, can serve to draw like-minded men 
into separate groups we shall be a great deal 
better off.

fruit worm, which are the most 
serious insect foes of Indiana's 
six million dollar fruit crop, is 
reported in a publication by the 
Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 


The codling moth has long 


been the arch enemy of the ap- 
ple grower and has been the sub- 
ject of many experiments. Con- 
trol measures have been struck 
a severe blow of late by federal 
limitation pf the amount of ar- 
senical residue which will be tol- 
erated on apples,, since ordinary 
spraying methods result in a resi- 
due too great to meet the re- 
quirements. Recent experiments 
point to the use of white oil 
sprays as a means of controlling 
the codling moth and avoiding 
undesirable arsenical residues. 


Peach growers are more con- 


cerned than other fruit growers 
with the. Oriental fruit worm, and 
in the southern part of the state 
they have been severely harassed 
by the insect. Stomach poisons, 
such as arsenical sprays used 
with the codling moth, have been 
found to have no effect on the 
Oriental fruit worm, because the 
'critter" has the aggravating 
habit of spitting out the first few 
bits of a fruit which it enters. A

POLITICAL REALIGNMENT 


The pending conference of progressives in 


Washington may turn out to be one of the most 
important -political developments of the decade. 
Certainly it is one of the most interesting. 


It is interesting, not as an exposition of the 


power of the progressive group in Congress, nor 
as the formulation of a platform by these groups, 
but because it may help materially to bring 
about the long-awaited realignment of the major 
political parties. 


The major parties have become very similar 


during the past decade or so. Unless the prohibi- 
tion issue provides a sharp line of demarcation 
between them during the next presidential cam- 
paign, they will presumably offer programs that 
do not differ very greatly, and the American vo- 
ter will have simply a choice between two candi- 
dates and not between two widely divergent 
schools of thought. 


This is hardly healthful. It does not lead to 


any clear-cut decisions on public questions. It 
does not provide earnest debates on the impor- 
tant issues of the day. It tends, in fact, to re- 
duce all campaigns simply to a struggle for 
power by two rival groups. 


How far the progressive conference will go in 


bringing such a realignment nearer is, of course, 


an open question. The important thing about it 
is that it is a bi-partisan conference. If its mem- 
bers can agree on a definite program for the next 
session of Congress-r-regardless of whether such 
a program be good, bad or indifferent—the conse- 
quences should be salutary. 


The absurdity of the present bi-party lineup is 


apparent at a glance. Senator Norris of Nebras- 
ka and Senator Moses of New Hampshire are 
both Republicans—and are as far apart as the 
poles on almost every public issue. Senator La- 
Follette of Wisconsin is a Republican; so Is 
Speaker Nicholas Longworth of the House of 
Representatives. President Hoover is a Republi- 
can—and so is Senator Borah of Idaho. 


It is the same on the other side. John J. Ras- 


kob is a Democrat, and so is Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas. Senator Wagner of New York and 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi are both Demo- 
crats. The dry Carter Glass of Virginia and the 
wet Robert Bulkley of Ohio belong to the same 
party. 


The party label, thus, means little. If a bi- 


partisan movement, whether progressive or con- 
servative, can serve to draw like-minded men 
into separate groups we shall be a great deal 
better off.
